Library Report. 


We are living in an enlightened age. ‘The world moves, and we 
see progress in every direction. Our opportunities and advan- 
tages are such, that the demands upon every one to be an intelli- 
gent citizen seem to be reasonable. 

Public libraries are no longer confined to our cities and large 
towns, but some of our small country towns have them to enjoy 
and profit by. Our library at the present time numbers nearly 
four hundred volumes, and the books are well read, and for the 
most part well used. 

Mrs. C. H. Bell, of Exeter, kindly presented to the library a 
large lot of magazines containing a large amount of valuable read- 
ing matter.

Some of these 
magazines are read every week. 

Sometimes we read to be entertained and again we read to be 
informed. We sometimes think if the books of travel, history and 
biography could be read as are the stories of fiction, a larger divi- 
dend of information would come to the reader. But we have in 


mind what a noted author once said, viz. : 


“As feathers to the arrows’ aim, 
A surer course impart, 

So truth when winged by fancy light 
May sooner reach the heart.”
